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hese “Stubborn” 
undamentalists!

Yes, true fundamentalists are 
stubborn. Ir the very nature of 
things, they HAVE to be. Since 
truth, in its essence, is necessarily 
unchangeabie, those who stand for 
the truth must be equally IM- 
MOVABLE. 

‘The laws of nature are also 
stubborn. They will not change 
for anybody or any era. A true 
scientist must be stubborn and 
fixed. To the degree that he has 
the truth, he must take a fixed 
and unwavering position. 


God has crdered us to. stand 
stubbornly for the truth. Speaking 
of resisting the Devil, Peter com- 
mands, “Whom resist steadfast in 
the faith” (I Pet. 5:9). The Greek 
word translated steadfast is 
stereos, It is the word from which 
we get the currently popular word 
stereo. This ancient word actually 
meant three-dimentional, and is 
used in opposition to that which 
is superficial. Three-dimentional 
indicates substance and_ solidity 
rather than mere surface. We 
should hav2 depth and solidity to 
our faith; and, being of this na- 
ture, it is fixed and unchangeable. 


The New Testament uses the 
word to mean stable and unmov- 
able. We should therefore be un- 
movablee from the faith. (“The 
faith,” in this case, means the Bi- 
ble or Scriptures.) In Liddell and 
Scott’s Greek lexicon, the word 
stereos is defined as stiff, stark, 
hard, firm, solid, or STUBBORN! 
Here, then, is Bible authority and 
Bible command for the funda- 
mentalist to be stiff, stark, hard, 
firm, solid, and stubborn! 


So when modernists and liberals 
accuse use of these characteristics, 
they are unintentionally compli- 
ménting our stand. If we do NOT 
stand thus, we ought to. 


Now of course we should not do 
this in a bad spirit, or in a flesh- 
ly way. We cught to love the souls 
of men and to be patient toward 
all men, but we must hate aposta- 
sy, heresy and all departures from 
godliness. The Bible is a very in- 
tolerant Book. It brooks no change 
whatever. It claims and exhibits 
perfection, and perfection needs 
no change, and admits none. To 
change perfection is to bring 
about imperfection. God’s Word 
is not subject to revision, altera- 
tion, or editing. GOD WROTE IT 
JUST AS HE WANTED IT, and 
any man who tampers with it is 
under His ariathema., 

We are living in a restless age. 
Men are making so many changes 
in the world in general that they 
think the Bible too is subject to 
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changes—to keep up with the 
times. It takes great determijna- 
tion and holy dedication on the 
part of God's people to stand firm 
in these days against this en- 
croachment. Could we not afford 
to give m—just a little? Isn’t it 
reasonable to admit that the Bible 
could stand some polishing up and 
retouching? Would it not be bet- 
ter to streamline our old faith 
somewhat in order to adapt it to 
modern man? NO, a_ thousand 
times NO! 

The moment you change a rule, 
it ceases to be a standard. In 
Washington we have a Bureau 
of Standards. There we have the 
standard pound, the standard inch, 
the standard yard, etc. They are 
never changed, or adjusted to suit 
new ideas of those measurements. 
But all measurements must be in 
accordance with them. A change- 
able, flexible standard is unthink- 
able and a contradiction of terms. 

A flexible Bible is no Bible at 
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“Now there cried a certain woman of the wives of the sons of 
the prophets unto Elisha, saying, Thy servant my husband is dead; 
and thou knowest that thy servant did fear the Lord: and the creditor 
is come to take unto him my two sons to be bondmen. And Elisha 
saul unto her; What shall I do for thee? tell me, what hast thou in 
thy house? And she said, Thine handmaid hath not any thing in the 
house, save a pot of oil. Then he said, Go, borrow thee vessels abroad 
of all thy neighbors, even empty vessels; borrow not a few. And when 
thou art come in, thou shalt shut the door wpon thee and upon thy 
sons, and shalt pour out into all those vessels, and thou shalt 
set aside that which is full.

The Snake of Brass

fore have ye brought us up out of Egypt to die in the wilderness? for 
there is no bread, neither is there any water; and our soul loatheth 
this light bread. And the Lord sent fiery serpents among the people, 
and they bit the people; and much of Israel died. Therefore the people 
came to Moses, and said, We have sinned, for we have spoken dgainst 
the Lord, and against thee; pray unto the Lord, that he take away the 
serpents from us. And Moses prayed for the people. And the Lord said 
unto Moses, Make theeva fiery serpent, and set it upon a pole: and 
it shall come to pass, that every one that is bitten, when he looketh 
upon it, shall live. And Moses made a serpent of brass, and put it 
upon a pole, and it came to pass, that if a serpent had bitten any 
man, when he beheld the serpent of brass, he lived.”—Num, 21:5-9. 


How is a sinner to be saved by 
a just and holy God? Our Lord 
Jesus gave the answer in His dis- 
course with Nicodemus: “As 
Moses lifted up the serpent in 
the wilderness, even so must the 
Son of man be lifted up: That 
whosoever believeth in him should 
not perish, Lut have everlasting 
life’ (John 3:14). This is the only 
shadow of the cross pointed out 
by our Lord. He did not want us 
to miss this type, which is perhaps 
the simplest and clearest of all 
the pictures of Calvary in the Old 
Testament—the serpent uplifted 
on a pole. This uplifted serpent 
brings to us the gospel in minia- |:

IN THE DAYS of Elijah and 
Elisha in Israel the principal proph- 
ets of God gathered about them 
a group of God’s workers called 
“sons of the prophets.” One of 
these “‘sons of the-prophets” died 
leaving debts, and the creditor 
harassed the widow, seeking to 
sell her two sons as bond servants 
to pay the debt. The thrilling 
story of how God heard the cry 
of this poor widow is told above: 


God Can Always Open a Way 
for His Children in Trouble 


Almost every man _ that God 
ever calls to preach must go 
through an apprenticeship of pov- 
erty. That is not bad, it is good. 
No doubt the poverty of God’s 
preachers has kept out of the 
ministry many a man who other- 
wise might have tried to preach, 
but who was not willing to pay 
this price. And that is a blessing, 
for God does not need preachers 
who are not willing to suffer. 
And people do not want to hear 
a preacher preach who is not will- 
ing to be poor, willing to do with- 


out the comforts of life, in order 
to preach the Gospel. 
But in Israel this “son of the 


prophets” died in debt, and that 
is a bad thing. No money is often 
better than borrowed money. We 
do not know whether this young 
servant of God had brought re- 
proach upon himself by having 
debts that he could not pay; many, 
many preachers do. But certainly 
he brought heartache to his wife, 
and almost brought slavery to his 
sons by having debts that he did 
not pay. Unpaid debts are not 
only economic disaster, they are 
spiritual wickedness. 


_The widow was utterly ‘heart- 
broken. She grieved over her lost 
husband, doubtless she _ grieved 
over the unpaid debts as any godly 
woman would do, and she was 
nearly frantic that the pitiless 
creditor was about to take her 


two sons into bondage. So in des- 


peration she “cried . . unto 
Elisha.” Her whole plight and 
argument is stated in one short 
sentence; “Thy servant my hus- 
band is dead; and thou knowest 
that thy servant did fear the 
Lord: and the creditor is come 
to take unto him my two sons 
to be bondmen.” 


God’s faithful prophet, Elisha, 
had a remedy which God showed 
him. Thank God, there is always 
a way out for a child of God, 
if we go to God and trust Him! 
Who could be more helpless than 
such a poor widow in Bible times? 
She had no trade, she could not 
teach school nor be a secretary 
as modern women can. She had 
her children to care for, had no 
money to live on, and was faced 
with disaster. But she came to

Greek Missionary Sentenced 


By Court 

Rev. Spiros Zodhiates, general 
secretary of American Mission to 
Greeks, Inc., has retained legal 
counsel to appeal a prison sen-« 
tence of 35 days imposed upon 
him September 18 by the (lower) 
criminal court in Chalkis in 
Greece. 

Sentence was brought against 
Zodhiates by a Greek Orthordox 
priest for using the title “Rey.” 
before his name in connection with 
his newspaper evangelism in 
Greece. The Greek Orthodox 
holds that the title “Rev.” can 
be rightly used only by married 
priests of the Greek Orthodox 
Church. The original suit included 
the charge that Zodhiates was 
/proselytizing’” among Greek Or- 
thodox people with his newspaper 
evangelism carried on by paid 
advertising space in half the news- 
papers in Greece. 


Zodhiates trusts that the su- 
preme court of Greece will reverse 


tthe decision of the lower court 


which sentenced him to 35 days 
in prision. 


Powerful New Gospel Radio 
Voice Planned for Europe 


A new missionary radio voice, 
guaranteed by engineers to be 
more powerful than either the 
British Broadcasting Company or 
Voice of America, is planned for 
Europe. From the bluffs of Monte 
Carlo, Monaco, an estimated 1,- 
600,000 watts of effective beamed 
power. will -earry the Gospel be- 
hind the Iron Curtain of Russia 
and to all of Europe and much of 
Asia and Africa. 


The station to be known as 
TRANS WORLD RADIO will be 
made available 24 hours a day to 
Rev. Paul E. Freed and the Voice 
of Tangier. The Moroccan govern- 
ment ordered this organization’s 
present free transmitters off the 
air at the end of this year. They 
hope the government will change 
its order and allow the Voice of 
Tangier to remain on the air. 


The first programs over the 
new Trans World Radio station 
will start in May 1960. The new 
facilities, located 1,000 miles near- 
er to Moscow and with 40 times 
the power of the Tangier station, 
will mark a new era in mass 
evangelism of Europe and Asia 
by radio.

We have received a resolution 
prepared by six pastors and by 
other Christian workers also, in 
Juarez, Mexico, across the river 
from El Paso, Texas. These pas- 
tors had been on the committee to 
bring Dr. Billy Graham to Juarez 
for an evangelistic campaign. But 
they have withdrawn from the 
committee and in the magazine 
Alborado, in Spanish, they pub- 
lished a long resolution telling 
why. They tell that since modern- 
ists were invited and would take 
a prominent part in sponsoring 
and controlling the Billy Graham 
campaign that great harm would 
come of it. And they sent to THE 
SWORD OF THE LoRD an- English 
translation of the resolution. Bro- 
ther Fernando Acosta, of the 
Methodist Temple of the. Redeem- 
er, wrote, “We do not want Dr. 
Billy Graham to come here be- 
eause it will hurt instead of help 
the work of God. We have fer 
many, many years fought the bat- 
tle against modernism and we 
know by experience the results 
and harm these people do to God’s 
work and think it is our duty, our 
sacred duty to oppose such ele- 
ments.” 


We have had a letter from our 
friend, Dr. Herschel Ford of the 
First Baptist Church of El Paso, 
appealing to us to influence these 
Spanish brethren to co-operate

with Dr. Billy Graham. And we 
suggested to our friend Dr. Ford, 
that he could probably solve the 
difficulties if he got the brethren 
all to agree not to have any known 
modernists on the committee spon- 
soring Dr. Graham or leading in 
prayer or to be publicly: honored 
or to help run the campaign, and 
that then these Bible-believing 
Christians would be willing to co- 
operate. We have not heard from 
him again as yet. 

We are not against revival and 
we are not against Dr. Billy Gra- 
ham. We are against having mod- 
ernists control or help control the 
work of God and are against dis- 
obeying the plain command of 
God not to Yoke up with unbe- 
lievers. 

It is sad that those who love to 
associate with modernists bring di- 
vision and strife among God's peo- 
ple. But honest Christians must 
do right and follow their convic- 
tions and their ordination vows 
and be true to the Bible and in 
opposing modernism and compro- 
mise with modernism.

God Uses Two Women in War 


After Israel had won the land 
of Palestine from the Canaanites, 
because they did not completely 
destroy their enemy as the Lord 
told them to, He told them they 
would always be plagued by these 
heathen people. 


You remember Moses died and 
was buried by God just before 
the children of Israel] entered the 
Jand because of his sin in striking 
the rock. Then the people were 
Jed by Joshua and a succession of 
judges. After the second judge, 
God allowed Jabin, king of 
Canaan, to conquer the Israelites 
because of the sin of the people in 
forsaking God and following after 
idols. 


“The Bible tells us that “the 
children of Israel cried unto the 
Lord because he had nine hundred 
chariots- of iron,” and that God 
heard their cry. 


Deborah, the wife of Lapidoth, 
Wwas a prophetess, a wise woman 
to whom the people came for ad- 
vice and judgment when they had 
disagreements and problems. She 
often sat under a palm tree where 
the people came to her for help. 
Now God spoke to Deborah, tell- 
ing her how she could help her 
people. She sent for Barak, a 
strong soldier, and leader of the 
people, and said, “The Lord has 
told you to go toward Mount 
Tabor with ten thousand men. He 
will send Sisera, the captain of 
Jabin’s army, with his chariots 
and his men to fight against you, 
and God will help you to defeat 
them completely!” 

Now Barak was a wise man and 
a brave soldier, but in those days 
foot soldiers were the rule and 
he didn’t know whether he could 
fight against these new-fangled 
chariots of iron or not. Perhaps 
he felt as a soldier would feel 
these days with.a rifle against 
a big tank. Chariots of iron 
frightened these people as new 
weapons frighten soldiers of any 
day. But Barak remembered that 
this was God’s instruction. Per- 
haps he was not sure of victory 
but knew how to be sure of 
victory. He told Deborah, “If you 
will go with me, I will go!” He 
wanted to be sure of the presence 
of the Lord with them, and he 
knew that Deborah was God’s 
prophetess. 

And Deborah agreed to go, say- 
ing, “I will go with you, but the 
glory for winning the battle will 
not go to you, because the Lord 
will give Sisera to a woman!” 
I suppose that that Barak though® 
she planned to let everyone know 
that she was the real leader of 
the army and that she would be 
praised for defeating Sisera and 
his army. 

Barak and Deborak went to- 
gether to raise this army of 10,000 
men that the Lord had told them 
to raise. They called men from 
the tribes of Naphtali and Zebu- 
lun, and led them, as the Lord 
had told them to, toward the 
Mount Tabor. 

Someone took word to Sisera 
that a great army was formed and 
was marching toward Mount 
Tabor. Now Sisera was a good 
general and he would not duck 
a fight! It was his business to 
squash any rebellion before it got 
out of hand. So he got his army 
together. We know he took nine 
hundred chariots, with all the 
men they could take, besides all 
the usual foot soldiers, toward the 
River Kishon, a huge army. 

It seems that the Lord told 
Deborah what to do and she told 
Barak. She said, “Barak, get up, 
for this is the day that God has 
delivered Sisera into your hand. 
The Lord has gone before you, 


so go to the battle!” Barak with 


his army rushed down Mount 
Tabor to the river, attacking the 
great army of Sisera with its 
frightful iron chariots. And the 
Bible tells us that “the Lord dis- 
comfited Sisera and all his 
chariots and all his host [army]” 
and they were defeated. 

Sisera, the great general, (cap- 
tain of the host), was used to 
winning battles and not losing 


them, and in the heat of the 
retreat he slipped out of his chari- 
ot and ran away on foot. But 
Barak and his army chased the 
defeated chariots and men across 
the plains and killed every man. 


Among the Kenites was one 
family who had separated them- 
selves form the rest of the people 
and lived alone. It was to this 
tent that Sisera.ran, expecting 
help and shelter because they. had 
been at peace with his King Jabin. 


And Jael, the wife of Heber, 
hearing the rumpus and_ ©con- 
fusion of battle a long way off, 
went out to see what was going 
on. There she met Sisera, tired 
from the battle and from running 
away. She invited him into her 
tent to rest, telling. him not to 
be afraid. There she covered him 


with a mantle or blanket to hide 
him form searching eyes. When 
Sisera said, “Can you give me a 
drink of water? I am so thirsty!” 
she did better; she gave him re- 
freshing milk from a “bottle’ or 
goatskin. Of course Sisera was 
anxious! He knew the whole army 
of Barak would be looking for 
him, so he asked Jael to keep 
watch for him. He told her to 

d in the doorway of her tent 
and if anyone asked if any man 
were there, she should tell them 
‘no.’ 

Then Sisera, tired from the 
strain of the battle and feeling 
secure in the tent of Heber, lay 
still under thé mantle and went to 
sleep. Jael, knowing that God 
was with the army of Barak and 
Deborah, and because -God him- 
self laid it on her heart to help 
win the battle for God’s people, 
took a long spike, a pin from the 
tent. With a hammer in hand 
she crept softly to sleeping Sisera 
and nailed the spike through his 
temple and killed him. So died 
the great general, Sisera, at the 
hands of a woman. 

Jael then went out of her tent, 
and went to meet Barak, who 
was pursuing or following the 
trail of Sisera. Remember that 
they had already won the battle, 
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all. If it is not a standard, it is 
worthless. If it must bow to men’s 
philosophies and modern theologi- 
cal theories, then it would thereby 
admit their superiority and would 
cease to be a king and become 
only a subject. Why should anyone 
bow to the Bible if the Bible 
must bow to men? If men know 
more than the Bibl, then why 
go to the Bible at all? 

The Bible is either altogether 
right or altogether wrong. It 
claims to be altogether right, and 
it has succeeded in convincing mil- 
lions in all ages of its perfection. 
If it is NOT altogether right and 
altogether perfect, it stands con- 
demned as a deception and as a 
forgery. We do not expect perfec- 
tion in men and human institu- 
tions, for they do not claim it. But 
we DO expect it of the Bible, for 
its whole program is built upon 
that foundation. If it is not per- 
fect in all, it is not perfect at all. 

But some may desire proof that 
the Bible really claims this kind 
of perfection and finality for it- 
self. For the benefit of all honest 
inquirers, it may be stated with 
resounding clarity that the Bible 
does make such claims for itself 
—and in many connections and on 
most logical grounds. Witness 
then the following Scriptures and 
reasons: 


I. Complete Equipment for the 


Man of God 
The Bible claims to be the 
COMPLETE equipment of the 


man of God. “All scripture is giv- 
en by inspiration of God, and is 
profitable for doctrine, for re- 
proof, for correction, for instruc- 
tion in righteousness, -That the 
man of God may be. perfect, 
throughly furnished unto all good 
works’ (II Tim. 3:16-17). The 
word translated perfect means 
“complete, perfect in its kind; so 
of a religious teacher who should 
be wanting in nothing” (Robin- 
son’s lexicon). 

Any Christian, then, or Bible 
teacher who knows his Bible 
thoroughly has a complete and 
final knowledge of all he needs 
to know—in the religious or spirit- 
ual realm. But if modern theo- 
logiahs are right, that is far from 
being the case. We would need 
the Bible PLUS their emenda- 
tions, enlargements, re-interpreta- 
tions, and expurgations! The Bible 
to them is not all-embracive but 
only elementary. It is not, as they 
would have us believe, the full 
equipment of a servant of God 
in these modern days but only the 


crude equipment of men in the 


stone age of the religious world. 

The great men of God who have 
made the greatest impact on this 
world have been men of ONE 
BOOK. Moody was such a man. 
So were Spurgeon and countless 
others. The heart-hunger of the 
masses is for ONE BOOK. No 
poor sinner hungers for philoso- 
phy, modern theology, or scientific 
theory. One Book, and one Book 
only, gives bread to the hungry, 
water to the thirsty, rest to the 


Fundamentalists! 


weary, and salvation to the sinner. 

To forsake this wonderful book, 
with all its matchless powers, and 
to resort to modern makeshifts is 
not only wicked but asinine. See 
Jeremiah 2:13 and 8:9. 


II. Commanded to Continue in 
the Teaching of the 
Scriptures 


We are to CONTINUE in the 
things wherein we _ have been 
taught. In IJ Timothy 3:1-13, we 
have a stark picture of the evils 
and false teachings of the last 
days. We are told of those who 
have a form of godliness but deny 
the power thereof: and we are 
told of those who, like Jannes and 
Jambres, resist the truth. But 
Paul exhorts and commands young 
Timothy, “But CONTINUE thou 
in the things which thou has 
learned and hast been assured of, 
knowing of whom thou _§ hast 
learned them; And that from a 
child thou hast known the holy 
scriptures ...’ (II Tim. 3:14-15). 

When all around us men are 
giving way to modernism and neo- 
orthodoxy, what are we to do? 
Shall .we conform and_ follow 
along? Must we tone down the 
Bible ‘and adjust it to fit current 
theories? No, Paul Says, we are 
to CONTINUE in the Scriptures 
just as we have learned them from 
reading their precious pages. We 
are to stay put, stand pat, and 
not budge an ineh! Godly men 
down through the ages have be- 
lieved in verbal inspiration, the 
deity of Christ, the virgin birth, 
the blood atonement, the resurrec- 
tion, the coming again of Christ, 
and all other fundamental doc- 
trines. All these are clearly and 
absolutely taught in the blessed 
Word of God. And we are to “‘con- 
tinue” to hold them, believe them, 
teach them, and defend them! 
Whatever others may do, however 
ungodly the world may become, 
no matter what pressures are ex- 
erted—LET US CONTINUE IN 
THE: THINGS .§ WE. HAVE 
LEARNED FROM THE HOLY 
SCRIPTURES. 


III. No NEW Doctrine Can Be 
of the Lord 


The Devil gives himself away 
by his very terminology. ‘New 
theology,” “modernism,”  ‘“neo- 
orthodoxy,” (i. e. new orthodoxy) 
and ‘“neo-evangelicalism” (i. e. 
new-evangelicalism) all alike 
claim to be new. But this very 
NEWNESS is self-indicting, for 
God has given nothing new since 
the New Testament. The canon is 
closed. Jude declares the faith 
(the Scriptures) “was once for all 
delivered unto the saints” (Jude 
3, A. S. V.). It is obvious that any 
fresh and different ‘revelation’ 
does not come from God for He 
has already said all He intends to 
say. 

Paul did not say to -Timothy, 
“Now, keep your mind open for 
any new light you may get from 
the theological professors. Be sure 
to keep abreast of all the latest in 
religious theory.” Rather, he said 


in effect, ‘““You have already heard 
and learned the final and latest 
doctrines. Nothing more remains 
to be revealed. Do not be deceived 
by any so-called new doctrines, 
but CONTINUE thou in the 
things which thou hast learned, 
and hast been assured of.” 

This does not mean, of course, 
that the Bible is stale or that it 
is unchallenging to the consecrat- 
ed mind. The Holy Spirit is con- 
stantly throwing a flood of new 
light on the Scriptures as men of 
God pour over these sacred pages, 
but this light is not new in rela- 
tion to the Scriptures themselves 
but only in relation to the stu- 
dents thereof. It is new to them, 
for they never saw it before, but 
it was in the Bible all the time. 
Any light the Holy Spirit throws 
on the Bible will only serve to 
further harmonize the Bible with 
itself, and confirm its authority 
and finality. The Bible is like the 
keybdard of a piano. The number 
of its keys is fixed and unchange- 
able, but the melodies capable of 
being played thereon are infinite. 
Think of tne great host of godly 
preachers who have preached an 
untold number of true gospel ser- 
mons from this one book, and yet 
we could preach forever from this 
matchless cook and never exhaust 
its contenis! Spurgeon once said, 


“If we were commissioned to 
preach the Gospel throughout 
eternity, we could not complain 


for lack of material!” It will be 
time enough to consider a new 
theology when we have exhausted 
the contents of this Book, or 
proved its ineffectiveness or in- 
adequacy! 

No,’ the Bible is not stale. The 
Holy Spirit can make it the new- 
est, freshest, most up-to-date 
Book in the world. Also, the Holy 
Spirit often leads in new meth- 
ods. Charles G. Finney introduced 
many new measures and methods 
in evangelism. So did Wesley, 
Moody, Billy Sunday, and others. 
But though He blesses new meth- 
ods (if they are God-honoring) 
He will never bless those who, by 
whatever method, belittle the Bi- 
ble or its Christ. Finney, Wesley, 
Moody, and Sunday ALL honored 
the Bible and its Christ, and gave 
them first place. 

Belief in the Bible as a full, 
final, and absolute revelation from 
God is not a restricting or ham- 
pering belief. The consecrated mind 
can soar aloft into the mighty 
mountain crags of holy Scripture, 
and delignt itself with a pano- 
ramic view of wisdom such as 
“aye hath rot seen, neither ear 
heard, neither have entered into 
the heart of man.’ In comparison, 
the thoughts of men are at best 
dull, insipid, stale, and common- 
place. 


IV. We Are Forbidden to Hear 
orSupport Any Contrary 


Doctrine 
We are. not to COUNTE- 
NANCE, CONDONE, or CON- 
NIVE WITH any doctrine con- 


trary to the doctrine of Christ. 
We must not only not believe such 
contrary doctrines, but we must 


not receive or encourage those 
who do! “Whosoever transgress- 
eth, and abideth not in the doc- 


trine of Christ, hath not God... 

If there come any unto you, and 
bring not tnis doctrine [the doc- 
trine of Christ, v. 9|, receive him 
not into your house, neither bid 


‘think they 


him God speed: For he that bid- 
deth him God speed IS PARTAK- 
ER OF HIS EVIL DEEDS” (II 
John 9-11). This means that we 
are not even to be polite to such 
men, It is neighborly to ask a man 
into your heme, but you are not 
to ask such men as these into your 
home. 

From _God’s_ standpoint you 
would be harboring an enemy of 
His. People will call you hard and 
churlish, »ut God’s orders are 
clear. If you receive or commend 
one who departs from the doctrine 
of Christ, especially those who 
knowingly and willfully do so, you 
are aiding and abetting their 
corrupt teaching. Many people 
who are not modernists neverthe- 
less support and encourage mod- 
ernism, and give aid and comfort 
to those who teach it. Go@ says 
not to do it. Let them call you 
what they please; stand only for 
the truth and against all who cor- 
rupt it. 


V. Any Departure From the 
Bible Is of the Devil 


“Now the Spirit speaketh ex- 
pressly, that in the latter times 
some Shall depart from the faith, 
giving heed to seducing spirits, 
and doctrines of devils” (I Tim. 
4:1). There is no middle ground 
between orthodoxy and the Devil. 
When you turn from the Book, 
you enter .the Devil's territory. 
When you forsake its doctrines, 
you adopt the Devil’s doctrines. 
When you. renounce the funda- 
mentals, you espouse the Devil's 
cause and the Devil’s theology. 

When you forsake the simplicity 
in Christ, you are not doing it be- 
cause of your superior scholar- 
ship but because you have been 
duped by the Devil. “But I fear, 
lest by any means, as the serpent 
beguiled Eve through his subtilty, 
so your miids should be corrupted 


from the simplicity that is in 
Christ” (II Cor. 11:3). Getting 
away from the simplicity in 


Christ is not progress but ‘“cor- 
ruption”; not ‘‘advanced thinking,” 
but a befuddled condition created 
by the Devil. The Devil poisoned 
Eve’s mind and the result was a 
fallen race, a corrupted race. No 
one was ever advanced by the 
Devil. He always degrades. But, 
deceiver that he is, he makes men 
are scholarly when 
they are cnly making first-class 
fools of themselves. They think 
their new theology is the result 
of their-~own surpassing . genius 
when the Devil had it all copy- 
righted ages before they were 
born! If the Devil has a sense of 
humor, it must all be very funny 
to him. 

Now, observe that Paul does not 
define any particular scheme of 
false doctrine. He does not define 
what these modern apostates go 
into, but tells us what they have 
departed from—the FAITH. False 
doctrine is often known by what 
it does not say rather than by 
what it does say. If you are con- 
fused when you hear new theo- 
ries and teachings (and you seem 
to find nothing wrong with them), 
just ask yourself, “Does it sound 
like Christ or Paul or the other 
apostles? Does it sound familiar, 
or is there e foreign note?” Christ, 
in speaking of Himself as the 
Shepherd of the sheep, said: ““The 
sheep follow him: for they know 
his voice. And a stranger will they

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strangers” (John 10:4, 5). A sheep 
knows the tone of its master’s 
voice. If there is a tone that is un- 
familiar and seems to be foreign 
to the Christ of the Bible, BE- 
WARE! If it leaves out the old 
familiar emphasis on fundamental 
doctrines, end forsakes the sim- 
plicity of Christ, it is the voice of 
a stranger and not the voice of 
the Shepherd. If a sheep has sense 
enough to know its own master’s 
voice, any true believer ought to 
have discernment enough to know 
the difference between the voice 
of the Son of God and the voice 
of an apostate! A sheep cannot 
explain how it knows its master’s 
voice, but it knows it nevertheless, 
and you can know apostasy when 
you hear it, though you may not 
be able to explain how you know 
it. 


VI. Any Departure From the 
- Simple Gospel of Grace Is 
Under the Curse of God 


“But though we, or an angel 
from heaven, preach ANY OTH- 
ER GOSPEL unto you than that 
which we have preached unto you, 
let him be accursed. As we said 
before, so say I now again, if,any 
man |lit. any one| preach ANY 
OTHER GOSPEL unto you than 
that ye have received, let him be 
accursed” (Gal. 1:8, 9). Paul here 
sets up as a standard which must 
not be departed from the Gospel 
which he had already preached 
and the Gospel whieh the Gala- 
tians had already heard from him. 

Any departure whatever from 
this standai'd by any being what- 
ever (man, angel, or devil) is 
heterodoxy, wicked, and under the 
curse of God. All preaching of 
the Gospel in all ages must be 
judg@d in relation to the Gospel 
as Paul (by inspiration) preached 


| it. If it agrees with Paul, it is 


right. If -it does NOT so agree, 
it is wrong. Dr. James M. Gray, 
former President of Moody Bible 
Institute, once told an audience 
that during World War I many 
currency schools were conducted 
over America. These schools were 
for the purnose of teaching those 


‘who handled money to know the 


difference between true and false 
currency. And Dr. Gray declared 
that during the whole period of 
these schools NOT ONCE WERE 
THE STUDENTS SHOWN ANY 
FALSE CURRENCY! Rather, 
they were thoroughly taught the 
true features of true money. 
Knowing these features, they 
would instantly recognize any de- 
parture therefrom. 


A bill might be a work of art 
of high degree. It might look as 
good as if not better than the 
genuine, But if it does not have 
the features of the genuine, it is 
false, and the person who _ pro- 
duced it is a criminal, and is sub- 
ject to stringent punishment. A 
bill produced by a counterfeiter 
has no money behind it. It is a 
promise with nothing to back it 
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up. It is a LIE! The government 
will not make currency good 
which it did not circulate. And 
God will not back up and make 
good a “gospel” He did not au- 
thorize. And as only an enemy 
of the government and of society 
will produce a false bill or coin, 
so only an enemy of God will pro- 
duce a false gospel. And, being an 
enemy and a criminal, he must be 
treatedly accordingly and “be 
damned. 


Paul did not mention all the 
forms which false gospels may 
take. He did not mention modern- 
ism, Russellism, Christian Scienee, 
Catholicism, Mormonism, etc. We 
do not need to know all about the 
counterfeits. All we need to know 
is the true features of the genu- 
ine Gospel. With it as our stand- 
ard, we simply. lay any teaching 
along side of the Gospel and if it 
tallies it is good; if not, it is false 
and damnable. Call’ it narrow if 
you will. Yes, call it stubborn and 
old-fashioned; but that’s it, wheth- 
er you lik? it or not. Standards 
have a way of being inflexible! 


VII. False Teachers Serve 
Their Own Belly! 


Those who teach contrary to the 
doctrine which we have learned 
SERVE NOT THE LORD but 
their own belly. “Now I beseech 
you, brethren, mark them which 
cause divisions and offences CON- 
TRARY TO THE DOCTRINE 
WHICH YE HAVE LEARNED; 
and avoid them. For they that 
are such serve not our Lord Jesus 
Christ, but their own belly; and 
by good words and fair speeches 
deceive the hearts of the simple” 
(Rom. 16:17, 18). The next time 
you meet a modernist or any false 
teacher, just tell him, “I do not 
believe that is true. I never heard 
it before. It is contrary to what 
I have learned from the Bible.” 


He will !ook down upon you, 
pitying your ignorance, and let 
you know that what he says is 
according to the latest findings 
of modern theology. But refer him 
to. the above Scripture and tell 
him that that~is exactly what 
proves it to be false. Furthermore, 
you may teil him that while such 
theories profess to enlighten the 
intelligent, they are, in reality, 
deceiving the simple. Then watch 
him squirm. This Scripture puts 
both the false teachers and their 
hearers in their places. The teach- 
ers, instead of being enlightened 
intellectuals, are only DECEIV- 
ERS, and their audiences, instead 
of being advanced and up-to-date 
in their thinking, are really noth- 
ing but simpletons—spiritual 
morons! 

These deceivers, out to pro- 
mote the kingdom of God (!), 
“serve not our Lord Jesus Christ, 
but their own belly.” Their belly 
is their God (Phil. 3:19). The real 
motivation of such men is from 
their own inward passions, appe- 
tites, and ambitions. But they are 
good counterfeiters and make a 
good showing. Many are deceived 
by them. Their good words (they 
piously quote Scripture and pleas- 
ing platitudes) and fair speeches 
look like genuine currency, and 
they succeed in passing a great 
deal of this stuff among the sim- 
pletons who hear them. One trans- 
lation reads, “Yet with their 
plausible and attractive § argu- 
ments they deceive those who are 
too simplehearted to see through 
them.” 


VIII, Man’s Philosophy Is 
Vain Deceit and Spoils 
Listeners 
Man’s philosophy is empty and 
SPOILS us if we listen to it in- 
stead of the Word of God. “Rooted 
and built up in him, and stablished 
in the faith, as ye have been 
taught, abounding therein with 
thanksgiving. Beware lest any 
man spoil you through philosophy 
and vain deceit, after the tradi- 
tion of men, after the rudiments 
of the world, and not after Christ. 
For in him cwelleth all the fulness 
of the Godhead bodily” (Col. 2:7- 
9). Here again Paul tells us where 
to stand (as ye have been taught) 
and what to beware of. “Man’s 
philosophies, if not after (accord- 
ing to) Christ, are vain or empty; 
they are elementary or “after the 
rudiments of the world,” and spoil 
(rob) us instead of enriching us! 


Keep these things in mind if 
you are tempted to desert the sim- 
ple Gospel for the “advanced” 
philosophies of modern men. Re- 
member that they only deceive 
you. They do not enrich your life, 


~~ 


but spoil and rob you. They are 
not fullsome and satisfying, but 
vain and empty. They are not ad- 
vanced but elementary, for they 
deal only with the elements or 
rudiments of the world. The ele- 
ments (according to the Greek 
word used) mean the letters or 
A B C’s of the universe. A child 
who knows only his A B C's is 
elementary. He does not know 
how to put them together into 
words, sentences, paragraphs, and 
chapters. So modern philosophy, 
which leaves out Christ the Head, 
is a headless, meaningless thing. 
They have a.lot of facts but no 
head for the facts, and a body 
without a head is a corpse! Phi- 
losophy without Christ is dead. 


It may be profitable here to 
quote the Phillips translation. 
(While this translation is not de- 
pendable in all respects, it is one 
of the most outspoken versions 
I ‘have read.) “Be careful that no- 
body spoils your faith through 
INTELLECTUALISM or HIGH- 
SOUNDING NONSENSE. Such 
stuff is at best founded on men’s 
ideas of the nature of the world, 
and disregards Christ! Yet it is in 
HIM that God gives a full and 
COMPLETE expression of Him- 
self. Moreover, your own com- 
pleteness is only realized in Him 
Who is THE AUTHORITY OVER 
ALL AUTHORITIES, and _ the 
SUPREME POWER over all pow- 
ers.” Let this serve to remind 
those who Icve to quote human 
‘authorities’ that the greatest of 
all authorities is the Lord Jesus 
Himself, and the great Textbook 
of this great Authority is the Bi- 
ble itself! Men quote authorities 
to settle arguments, for what 
these authorities say is regarded 
as fixed and established. The Bi- 
ble is the final authority, for it 
is an absolutely accurate and final 
expression of. truth, and as such 
it is fixed and unchangeable. 


IX. We Are to “Keep” the 
Revealed Message 

The doctrines of the Word are 
delivered unto us to KEEP. “And 
as they | Paul and Timothy] went 
through fhe cities, they delivered 
them the decrees for to keep, that 
were ordained of the apostles and 
elders which were at Jerusalem. 
And so were the churches estab- 
lished in the faith, and increased 
in number daily” (Acts 16:4, 5). 
The word translated keep means 
to watch or guard as a sentinel, 
to post spies at gates, to hem in 
and protect. 

Is this not exactly what funda- 
mentalists are doing today? When 
others attack or belittle the Word, 
they are strong to defend it. They 
are called bitter, literalists, reac- 
tionaries, etc. But rogues never 
have had any special admiration 
for watchmen who guard against 
them. It is hardly to be expected 
that they would love us. If these 
critics of fundamentalists were in- 
terested in keeping the faith they 
would commend, not condemn, 
those who are doing exactly what 
the Bible tells them to do. 

Paul kept the faith. He de- 
clared, ‘I have fought a good fight, 
I have finished my course, I have 
kept the faith” (II Tim. 4:7). The 
word here translated kept is a dif- 
ferent word and means to guard 
from loss or injury by keeping the 
eye upon. Like a faithful watch- 
dog, Paul kept his eye on the faith 
and guarded it against all en- 
croachment and corruption. In 
fact, that was what God called 
him to do. “I am set for the de- 
fence of the gospel” (Phil. 1:17). 
When false ~- brethren were 
brought in unawares to corrupt 
the Gospel, Paul declared, “To 
whom we gave place by subjec- 
tion, no, not for an hour; that the 
truth of the gospel might continue 
with you” (Gal. 2:5). This sounds 
like Paul was stubborn and would 
not give in an inch. If he had been 
like some who give in today, the 
Gospel would never have survived 
to our day. 

Now, if the Gospel and the 
Word are not all that they should 
be, if they are not literally true 
and the final revelation of God to 
man, why be so zealous to keep 
them? If modern man really has 
something better, why keep the 
old? You sce, the Bible is full of 
commands end inferences indica- 
tive of the fact that the Bible 
cannot be improved or altered. It 


is the LAST word from Heaven. 


X. We Must Preach-the Word 
Despite Opposition 

We are to PREACH the Word 

though men do not want sound 


doctrine. “Preach the word .... 
For the time will come when they 
will not endure sound doctrine 

. « « And they shall turn away 
their ears from the truth, and 
shall be turned unto fables” (II 
Tim. 4:2-4). Could words better 
describe the conditions today? 
More and more, men are turning 
away from the Bible (which is 
the epitome of sound doctrine). 
And look what they have turned 
to—fables! That is God’s descrip- 
tion of modernism, neo-orthodoxy, 
Barthianism, and all other modern 
isms. People who sneer at funda- 
mentalism are sneering at sound 
doctrine and expressing their pref- 
erence for fables. 


But God’s orders are unaltered. 
The more men turn from the 
Word the more they need it. If 
ever there were a time when the 
Word needed to be preached in 
power and clarity, that time is 
NOW! And nothing will vindicate 
the Word more than the Holy 
Spirit mightily using it. Oh, for a 
revival of Bible study! Oh, “for, a 
revival of faith in the finality “of

XI. Public Defense of the 
Faith Is Commanded 


We are to FIGHT PUBLIC- 
LY for the faith. Jude says, “Be- 
loved, when I gave all diligence 
to write unto you of the common 
salvation, it was needful for me 
to write unto you, and exhort you 
that ye should earnestly contend 
for the faith which was once |for 
all] delivered unto the saints” 
(Jude 3). The saints are the cus- 
todians of the faith, i. e. the Scrip- 
tures. As custodians, they are re- 
sponsible for its safe-keeping. 
They are to contend earnestly for 
it. 

The word translated earnestly 
fontend is interesting and instruc- 
tive. The. word in the Greek is 
epagonidzomei and is from agonid- 
zomai which means a fight or con- 
test in the public stadium. There 
are those who decry “fighting fun- 
damentalists.” They think it is 
so unchristian to fight. Well, ap- 
parently Jude did not know any 
better than to fight publicly for 
the faith, end to exhort all the 
saints to do likewise! If the faith 
is publicly. attacked, then the 
saints should publicly fight those 
who attack it. The Christian life 
and ministry is not just lavender 
and rose water. It is not dripping 
with honey and sweetness. The 
Lord did not call us sugar but 
the salt of the earth. It is hard

to keep a fight dignified, and 
somebody is bound to get hurt. 
May God help us to deliver some 
well-directed blows to the chin 
of religious infidelity and to all 
other false doctrine!

God through His prophet, and God 
showed the way out. Let us all 
remember that when _ trouble 
comes the thing to do is to come 
to God. “And call upon me in the 
day of trouble: I will deliver thee, 
and thou shalt glorify me” (Psa. 
50:15). “Cast thy burden upon 
the Lord, and he shall sustain 
thee” (Psa. 55:22). “Casting all 
your care upon him; for he careth 
for you” (I Peter 5:7). 


God loves us, His poor children. 
He always has plenty. He always 
knows a way out, Preachers ought 
to be like Elisha, who could get 
from God the answer to the poor 
widow’s problem. 


What You Have Is Enough 
for God! 


Elisha said to the poor widow, 
“What shall I do for thee? tell 
me, what hast thou in the house?” 
In other words, whatever you have 
in the house is enough for God. 
If it is nothing but a pot of oil, 
God can multiply the oil. If it 
is only a handful of meal in the 
bottom of the barrel, God can 
make it last to feed Elijah and 
a woman and her son until the 
drought is passed (I Kings 17:8- 
16). If there are only five small 
barley biscuits and two fishes in 
a little lad’s lunch, when Jesus 
Christ blesses it and breaks it, it 
will be enough for five thousand 
people! (John 6:9). ; 

God said to Moses, “What is 
that in thine hand?” And Moses 
said, “A rod” (Exodus 4:2). But 
that walking stick because “the 
rod of God” that could bring 
plagues upon all of Egypt, that 
could become a serpent before Pha- 
raoh, that could open or close the 
Red Sea, that could bring water for 
millions of people out of the rock. 
And if some poor Moses reads 
this who does not have a rod 
in your hand, then whatever you 


do have is enough for God! Sam- ee 


son took the jawbone of an ass 
and a killed thousand Philistines, 
the enemies of Israel (Judges 
15:15). I have often taken courage 
because God could use the jaw- 
bone of an ass, and have offered 
Him my jawbone too! God can 
use whatever you have. 

It is wonderful to come to real- 
ize that God is the master of 


circumstances. I asked a preacher 


friend how he was getting along, 
and he replied, “Oh, very well, 
under the circumstances.” I re- 
plied at once, “You ought to get 
out from under the circumstances. 
A Christian is not under circum- 
stances, but under grace!” 

You do not have any silver or 
gold? That does not worry God; 
He made all the silver and gold 
in the world. If you are short 
on meat, that is no problem to the 
God who made the cattle on a 
thousand hills! I am glad that 
poor widow had nothing but a 
little pot of oil. Maybe you do 
not have any more than that. 
Well, whatever you have, it is 
enough for God. 

In fact, God seems to like it 
better when people will trust Him 
to do the unlikely, the improbable. 
He has set the weak things of 
the world to confound the mighty 
(I Cor. 1:27). He told poor trou- 
bled Paul, trying to get rid of 
a thorn in the flesh that hu- 
milated him and limited him, “My 
strength is made perfect in weak- 
ness’ (II Cor. 12:9). He could 
use Paul better in his weakness 
than if he were strong. God 
would rather win a victory with 
three hundred of Gideon’s men 
than with thirty-two thousand! 
(Judges #:7). 

How little you have does not 
matter. The only thing that mat- 
ters is that you wholly surrender 
what you have to God!

A Widow ...

boys. After all, other mothers had 
their boys sold into bondage and 
she must be brave and bear it; 
the days of miracles were past 
and ‘God helps them that help 
themselves,” perhaps! And I can 
imagine that as the widow and 
her sons lugged all the vessels 
home to the bare little house, 
fear gripped the widow’s heart, 
and thowght she would surely die 
of shame if she had to carry 
those vessels back and tell all the 
curious, gossipy neighbors that 
after all God did not furnish oil 
to fill them all. 

But an infinite God is to some 
extent limited by our faith. In

Galilee Jesus “did not many 
mighty works there because of 
their unbelief” (Matt. 13:58). On 
the other hand, Jesus said to the 
father of the poor afflicted boy, 
“Tf thou canst believe, all things 
are possible to him that believeth” 
(Mark 9:23). “Faith is the~-sub- 
stance of things hoped for, the 
evidence of things not seen” 
(Hebrews 11:1). Faith makes un- 
seen things real. Faith makes cash 
out of God’s checks.- Faith gets the 
vessels ready and then a faithful 
God must fill them as He prom- 
ised! 

Abraham left Ur of the Chal- 
dees, and on the promise of God 
went out into a country he had 
never seen, not knowing whither 
he went. 


Noah built a great ark on dry 
land before there was any indica- 


tion in the world that there would 
be a flood, except the indication 
of God’s promise and command. 


“Launch out into the deep, and 
let down your nets for a draught,” 
said Jesus to Simon Peter (Luke 
5:4). And Simon Peter said in 
effect, “Lord, we have fished all 
night and didn’t catch a fish. I 
know there are no fish in this 
part of the lake today. Andrew 
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and I and James and John and 
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prepared the empty vessels; the 


Lord Jesus filled them! 
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surely wotld be stinking. But men 
had to roll away the stone before 
Christ would call Lazarus from 
the dead. 
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Pastor 
I know a preacher with a fer- 
Church vent, burning heart who feels 
a called of God to be ‘an evangelist. 
Yet he fears to resign his pastor- 
City }ate. What if he could not get 
fea revival invitations? What if his 

a 


work was a failure, if he had no 
income for the care of his family, 
if he should later be told that 
he had played the fool to. give up 
a good pastorate and fair salary 
and come to want and ridicule, 
because he wanted to be an evan- 
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gelist! But God never fills vessels 
until they are borrowed. 


I know the burden that was 
on my heart when with about 
$9.35 in my pocket I rode my 
cow pony from our stock farm 
in West Texas toward Decatur 
Baptist College. The kind pres- 
ident had written frankly that 
there were no jobs to be had 
whereby a boy could pay his way. 
Older students had already been 
employed. I thought how ashamed 
and heartsick I would be if I had 
to ride my pony back home in 
those days of financial stringency, 
and tell my father that God had 
not provided, me a way to go 
on to school, although I had rid- 
den away ever so bravely. Oh, 
t resolved, I would not ride that 
road back until the year’s session 
was ended! And, bless God, those 
empty vessels I provided God won- 
derfully filled! 

I have failed God so many 
times. But one other time I pro- 
vided lots of empty vessels when 
it seemed surely there was no 
oil to fill them. I accepted a re- 
vival invitation in Binghamton, 
New York, A man who habitually 
Slandered preachers in his paper 
secretly prevailed upon the pas- 
tor to cancel my engagement as 
he had jealously attacked many 
other sound and useful preachers. 
But I felt that God wanted me. 
to go for that revival campaign. 
I sent ample evidence of my doc- 
trinal position to the pastor. 


Then I drove away in my car, 
from Dallas, Texas, to Bingham- 


ton, New York, in. mid-winter, 
without money enough in hand 
for the return trip, planning, if 


need be, to rent a hall and have 
an independent#-campaign in the 
town where God had so clearly 
led me to accept an invitation. 
Oh, the heart searching during 
those days of winter driving and 
praying! But when I arrived in 
Binghamton the Grace Baptist 
Church had widely announced 
the revival campaign and received 
me with open arms. Within eight 
days the campaign had blossomed 
into a city-wide campaign in the 
big Binghamton Theatre, seating 
twenty-two hundred people, with 
eight or nine churches co-operat- 
ing. During the month in the 
theatre there were nearly four 
hundred public professions’ of 
faith, most of them adults, and 
the city was profoundly stirred. 
Oh, I have found out that if you 
furnish the empty vessels accord- 
ing to God’s commandments, you 
may be assured He will multiply 
the oil to fill them! 


How glad I am that the widow, 
perhaps with trembling fingers 
and flushed face, and with rapidly 


‘beating heart, borrowed and ‘piled 


up the empty vessels in her home, 
according to God’s orders. 


Thank God that He is content 
with the empty vessels. The serv- 
ants, under the. direction of 
Mary, the mother of Jesus, at the 
wedding in Cana of Galilee, could 
do no more than furnish some 
stone jars full of water. As far 
as wine was concerned, they were 
empty. But the water that was so 
freely available, they were filled 
to the brim! It was left altogether 
up to Jesus to make the wine. 
No one else could do it, but He 
did. And it was the best wine at 
the wedding feast, as ascribed in 
the second chapter of John. 

Poor, childless Abraham could 
not produce a great nation. But he 
could go into the promised land 
and settle down so God could 
multiply his seed as the stars 
of the heaven, and as the sands 
of the seashore. And Noah could 
not make a flood, but he could 
build an ark and go into it. An- 
drew could not feed the five 
thousand, but he could find a little 
boy’s lunch of five barley loaves 
and two fishes and bring them 
to Jesus. Peter could not catch any 
fish in the Sea of Galilee, al- 
though he tried all night, but he 
could launch out into the deep 
and let down his net where Jesus 
commanded. Jesus filled the nets 
with fish! So this poor woman 
could not have brought in pots 
full of oil from the neighbors. 
But, after all, God wants empty 
vessels. He can fill them. — 

Some people are not filled with 
the Holy Spirit. Perhaps the rea- 
son is that they have not been 
emptied of other things. The cares 
of this world and the deceitful- 
ness of riches so choke the Word 
that it becomes unfruitful. And 
too much to eat at the tables of 
this world means that one does 


not feed upon the manna from 
Heaven. 


Abraham wanted to provide his 
own heir, but God would not have 
the vessel with Ishmael in it. 
Moses wanted to free the children 
of Israel] by his own strength and 
leadership, but God would not 
liberate the nation when Moses 
killed an oppressor in his own 
strength. May we, like the poor 
widow woman in the days of 
Elisha, get empty vessels, even 
clean vessels, and set them. down 
where God can fill them with 
oil. 

“Borrow not a_ few,” Elisha 
plainly commanded the widow. 
She was to “borrow thee -vessels 
abroad of all thy neighbours.” 
How many vessels? The command 
did not say. That would depend 
upon the woman’s faith. If we 
are content with little, God can 
only give a little. One of the 
shameful things about the average 
plan for a revival campaign is 
the smallness of the arrange- 
ments. Small auditoriums, little 
advertising, little organization— 
these are marks of small faith. 
Preachers often write me, “Let 
us begin the campaign in the 
church auditorium. Then if we 
overflow the auditorium we can 
put people in the basement with a 
public address system.” Or they 
say, ‘Let us begin in the church 
building; we feel at home there. 
Then if we should overrun the 
church auditorium, we can secure 
the high school auditorium.” But 
the sad fact is that God usually 
can give us only the kind of re- 
vival,for which we have prepared 
vessels. It is a rare, rare thing 
for a revival campaign to overrun 
and outgrow the arrangements 
made for it by a church or a group 
of churches. And when it. does 
so, it is by the faith of the evan- 
gelist and mot by the faith of 
those who made the small plans. 


Christians need to learn again 
that “Ye have not because ye ask 
not.” Psalm’ 81:10 commands us, 
“T am the Lord thy God, which 
brought thee out of the land of 
Egypt; open thy mouth wide, and 
I will fill it.” God is as eager 
to give big gifts. as small. ones. 
God is as eager to enter into 
great plans as to bless small plans, 
or more so. Oh, when you go to 
deal with God, get plenty of ves- 
sels, “not a few.” 


The Miracle Behind Closed 
Doors 


Elisha said to the widow, “And 
when thou art come in, thou shalt 
shut the door upon thee and upon 
thy sons, and shalt pour out into 
all those vessels, and thou shalt 
set aside that which is full.” The 
marvel that God would do in 
answer to the cry of need and 
a work of faith was not to be 
seen by outsiders. It may be that 
some of the neighbors from whom 
vessels were borrowed never quite 
believed that God had multiplied 
the oil so that :t filled all those 
vessels, Were there any witnesses 
besides the family? Plenty, of peo- 
ple in that community, no doubt, 
thought that the age of miracles 
Was past, since they themselves 
never saw one. 


Are there miracles in the world 
today? Well, if there are, they 
do not happen before the annual 
meeting of the “American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of 
Science.” You can be sure that 
in most cases. where God mi- 
raculously heals the body of some 
humble Christian, wonderfully re- 
leasing him from the pain and 
giving health and strength where 
there had been sickness and des- 
pair, there is no committee of 
doctors present to see the miracle 
take place. 

When Jesus would raise from 
the dead the little daughter of 
the ruler of the synagogue the 
people “laughed him to = scorn.” 
But “when he had put them all 
out, he taketh the father and 
mother of the damsel, and them 
that were with him, and entereth 
in where the damsel was lying,” 
and Jesus raised her from the 
dead (Mark 5:40). And then “the 
charged them straitly that no man 
should know it” (Mark 5:43). 
That was another miracle behind 
closed doors! 

When Peter was sent forth to 
pray over the dead body of Dorcas, 
we are told, “But Peter put them 
all forth, and kneeled down, and 
prayed; and turning him to the 
body said, Tabitha, arise’ (Acts 
9:40). Another miracle behind 
closed doors! 


Once my father, after a con- 


sultation of doctors, was given 
up to die. The family was told 
that ‘he could not possibly live 
through the night after days of 
coma. But three of us prayed that 
night and took hold of the edge 
of the Saviour’s garment, bless 
God, and the next morning my 
father awoke rational, demanded 
his clothes, and put them on and 
went to town to attend to busi- 
ness! But that never got into the 
newspapers. 

Don’ you see, humble heart, that 
when God does big business with 
the needy souls He usually does 
it where the unbelievers and the 
scoffers will not see it? Oh, that 
is one of the main reasons for 
secret prayer. If you really want 
things from God, then enter into 
your closet, talk with your Father 


which sees in secret and then He 
will reward you openly (Matt. 
6:6). |

have been won in secret. Brainerd, 
kneeling in the snow, praying for 
the Indians. Finney, in a hay loft 
in mid-winter wrapped in a buf- 
falo robe, praying all night. D. 
L. Moody, rising at four each 
morning for an hour alone with 
God before anyone else awoke. A 
group of students meeting in “the 


haystack prayer meeting’ and 
four men _ starting the modern 
mission movement. John = and 


Charles Wesley with Whitefield 
and one or two others meeting 
alone to pray for revival, and 
seeing the beginning of the mar- 
velous Wesleyan Methodist move- 
ment that probably saved England 
from a French Revolution, and 
which has been used of God in 
England and America and around 
the world to save millions of souls. 
George Muller, walking the floor 
of his study or Kneeling by his 
chair, hours.a day, pleading, argu- 
ing with God, quoting Scriptures 
to God, demanding that a good 
and holy God must keep His 
promises, that God must not let 
orphan children_~ go_ hun- 
gry, and so getting millions of 
dollars for his orphanage without 
ever taking a collection or asking 
anyone for a penny. Those are 
illustrations of the fact that the 
biggest deals, the greatest trans- 
actions that people ever see com- 
pleted with God are done with one 
or a few who go further than 
others can go in trusting God. 
Take courage, then, if you are 
alone. Take courage if your ideas 
seem radical and over-enthusiastic 
and impractical to others. It may 
be if you keep a rendezvous with 
God at the time and place: He 
has appointed, and if you furnish 
the -vessels, that He will multiply 
the oil beyond the dream of any- 
body.

When all was ready, when the 
vessels had been borrowed from

all the neighbors and the doors 
were shut, then the mother took 
her place with the little pot of 
oil and her sons prepared to bring 
her the vessels for filling, one 
after another. 


I wish I could have observed 
that scene. The destiny of these 
lads depends upon the outcome. 
The mother’s heart is fearful, yet 
glad and expectant. I think her 
hand trembles as she lifts the 
pot of oil! And as she pours it 
into the first vessel, pours and 
pours, the vessel is filled and yet 
the pot of oil has not diminished! 
Quickly, lest the miraculous 
stream of riches cease to flow, 
she asks for another vessel and 
pours into it, as a son sets the 
first aside. Her lips tremble with 
praise! Vessel after vessel is filled 
with the rich olive oil until every 
vessel available has been filled 
to the brim. Here is wealth indeed, 
for in the East and especially 
among Jews who used no lard, 
olive oil was a necessity with no 
substitute—oil for frying food, oil 
to burn in ‘the lamps, oil for every 
ointment, salve, face 
cream, oil to make leather pliable, 
to keep iron from rusting. No 
wonder olive oil was a _ staple 
that could be sold in any market. 
The widow’s time of trial and 
poverty and anxiety is done! Her 
sons are no longer in danger of 
enslavement. 


I can imagine that the muscles 
in the widow’s back are cramped, 
that beads of perspiration are on 
her forehead as, absorbed, she 
pours in the oil from the undi- 
minished store in the little pot. 
And as the vessel is nearly full 
she says quickly to her son, 
“Bring me yet a vessel.’”’ But the 
son says “There is not-a_ vessel 
more,” and then the Scripture 
says, “And the oil stayed.” When 
there were no vessels, God worked 
no more miracles. When faith ask- 
ed no more, God gave no more. 


I was not there, and the Scrip- 
ture does not tell us what the 
woman thought and said, but I 
have long imagined that she cried 
aloud, “Oh, if I had only known 
the oil would keep pouring, I 
could have gotten so may more 
vessels to fill!” She got only as 
much oil as she provided vessels 
for. 

This same prophet Elisha who 
had encouraged the widow to trust 
God to multiply her oil later was 
near death, and King Joash of 
Israel came to see him. Elisha 
promised deliverance from _ the 
Syrians and said to Joash, “Take 
the arrows.” Joash took them and 
Elisha said, “Smite upon. the 
ground,” and Joash smote the 
ground three times and stopped. 
Then the Scripture says: 


“And the man of God was wroth 
with him, and said, Thou should- 
est have smitten five or six times; 
then hadst thou smitten Syria till 
thou hadst consumed it: whereas 
now thou shall smite Syria but 
thrice.”—II Kings 13:19. 

The king could have smitten 
six times as well as three times. 
His victory was limited by his 
faith beforehand. So when the 
woman’s vessels were all- filled, 
the oil stayed. Had she gathered 
more vessels she would have had 
more oil. . 


Enough Oil Left to Live On! 


Straightway the widow came to 
tell the prophet Elisha, the man of 
God, and he said, “Go, sell the oil, 
and pay thy debt, and live thou 
and thy children of the rest.” 

First, she was to pay the debt. 
Let every Christian remember 
that that comes first. Jesus said: 

“If thou bring thy gift to the 
altar, and there rememberest that 
thy brother hath ought against 
thee; Leave there thy gift before 
the altar, and go thy way; first 
be reconciled to thy brother, and 
then come and offer thy gift.”— 
Matt. 5:23, 24. 

To have unpaid debts due and 
not pay them is dishonest and 
wicked. Christians ought to pay 
their debts, if they want God to 
bless them. How gladly this 
woman must have paid the debt 
that had hung over her husband, 
now gone to Glory, and over her, 


and had threatened the happiness 


of her sons. So the debt was paid. 
But Elisha said, ‘And live thou 
and thy children of the rest.” 


One of the marvels of God’s good- | 


ness is that when God ‘answers 
prayer He can do more than give 
us the bare necessities. According 
to Ephesians 3:20 He “is able to 
do exceeding abundantly above all 
that we ask or think.” So. when 
the woman got enough oil to pay 
her debt, she also got enough for 
her afid her sons to live on. Those 
who work with God and see God’s 
workings should have an overflow 
continually into their own lives. 
In all’ her days this good woman 
could remember, “God loves me 
today. He provided not only the 
Stark necessity to free my sons 
from bondage, but the daily com- 
fort for many a long day ahead.” 

Samson, when he found honey 
in the careas of the lion, “took 
thereof in his hands, and went on 
eating, and came to his father 
and mother, and he gave them, 
and they did eat.” Here is a 
similar instance. By a miraculous 
coming of the Holy Spirit upon 
Samson he received power from 
God to slay the lion. And then 
in the carcass of the same lion, 
when he went back to view it 
again, he found that God had pro- 
vided for his hunger. God answer- 
ed the widow’s faith in prayer. 
Her sons enjoyed the blessing with 
her, They never forgot that happy 
day! They never doubted the God 
of miracles, the God who answers 
prayer. And so the father and 
mother of Samson shared in his 
blessing, too, the fruit of his mi- 
raculous victory. 


I.am glad Samson ate some of 
the honey himself as he carried 
it to his father and mother. There 
are too many preachers who carry 
the bread of life to others and 


yet who have long faces and un- 
satisfied longings, and hearts too 
empty of blessings! Too many 
preachers are like the girl beloved 
of King Solomon whose plaint is 
given in Song of Solomon 13:6, 
“Look not upon me, because I am 
black, because the sun hath looked 
upon me: my mother’s children 
were angry with me; they made 
me the keeper of the vineyards; 
but mine own vineyard have I not 
kept.” Waiters who serve good 
food must be neat in dress and 
happy in face. And preachers who 
preach the Gospel, and would be 
soul winners to tell the glad ti- 
dings, ought to be able to show 
that they have eaten some of the 
honey which they bring to others! 


It would -have been a poor testi- 
mony for the Lord if this widow 
and her sons had tried to tell 
later of the wonderful way God 
had answered prayer, if the bless- 
ing was all in the past, and if 
they were living again in the dir- 
est poverty without help. But I 
am sure that when one of the 
lads told his playmates about the 
wonderful miracle of the oil that 
poured and poured and_ stayed 
not, not until the last vessel was 
full to the brim, they added 
every time, “And we have some 
of the oil at our house right now! 
You can come and see!” 


, Dear friend, this is the story 
of a miracle. Is that incredible? 
Not if there is a God who hears 
and answers prayer! Not if the 
Bible is the Word of God! Chris- 
tianity is a miracle religion. The 
Bible is a. Book of miracles. Being 
born again is a miracle. Having 
a prayer answered is a miracle. 


And blessed he God, I know that 
God has definitely cared for me 
through these years, in answer 
to prayer. 

Why not, for this year, go and 
borrow vessels abroad of all thy 
neighbors, even empty vessels; 
borrow not a few? Why not make 
plenty of room for God to work? 
Why not make big plans, pray 
big prayers, open wide our mouths 
for the blessing-of God? And as 
certainly as we put our faith 
in God and follow His directions, 
we may expect Him to fill every 
vessel that, in faith, we empty 
and provide before Him. 

But another lesson yet remains. 
Olive oil was as good as cash. When 
the widow had plenty of oil, she 


had everything she needed. And 
a Christian needs but to have 
all his vessels filled with the Spir- 
it of God, and he has light for 
every darkness, comfort for every 
sorrow, guidance on every path- 
way, power for every task. Oh, 
that God would fill us with His 
Spirit! The one who is full of 
the Spirit has all the fullness of 
God. He can have everything else 
he needs. 

I make it my resolve that for 
all my future needs I will be 
filled with the Holy Spirit.

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them from heaven, “Our soul 
loatheth this light bread,” was 
their cry. The rebellion of the 
sinner today has to do in a spe- 
cial way witn the rejection of the 
true Bread of Heaven, That man- 
na in the wilderness was just an- 
other type of our Lord, for He 
declares that He is the true Bread 
from Heaven, which came to give 
life to the world. (Read John 6.) 
The sinner today in his rebellion 
against God rejects the Son of 
God, who alone can save. 


The wages of Israel's sin was 
death. The same is true of the 
sinner today. He is under the 
sentence und shadow of death. 
Death came upon the Israelites, 
for we read that ‘much people of 
Israel died.”” And what caused the 
death? It was the bite of the fiery 
serpents, sent in among the people 
by the judgment of God. Now the 
Scriptures tell us of one who is 
called “that old serpent, the 
devil.” This old serpent bit the 
human rac2® six thousand years 
ago. The human race is a serpent- 
bitten race. The poison of the ser- 
pent bite has been infused into the 
human system, It mounts up in 
the blood of men, and descends to 
the remotest generation. The 
poison of sin is working death in 
man’s experience today. 


The Basis of Salvation 


God told Moses to make a@ ser- 
pent of brass, and to lift it wpon 
a pole. That was God’s plan, not 
man’s, The people said to Moses, 
“Pray for us that the Lord take 
the serpents away from us.” That 
was their method. Would that 
have helped them? No! They 
would still die because of the 
poison of the bite. That was the 
best plan tney could think of, but 
the Lord’s pian of relief was very 
different frcm theirs. By their 
plan the serpent-bitten would be 
delivered to death, but by His plan 
the serpent-bitten would be saved. 
Those under death and beyond 
human rescue are not beyond His 
aid. This is a fit exhibition of sal- 
vation. God’s deliverance is not of 
the innocent and healthy, but of 
the guilty end sick, under wrath 
and sentence of death. When 
Moses lifted up the serpent of 
brass, it was necessary for the 
bitten one only to look upon it 
to receive life. 


The serpent was made of brass. 
Brass is typical of judgment. In 
the tabernacle the altar of brass 
held the sacrifice for sin. In Reve- 
lation, when our Lord is prepared 
to return in judgment, He is 
described as having feet like bur- 
nished brass. God said to the Is- 
raelites that, if they sinned, Heav- 
en above them would be like 
brass: Samson and Zedekiah were 
both bound with brass, which held 
them as a fetter, fast for judg- 
ment. So when you look upon a 
serpent of brass on a pole you 
look upon a judgment scene. At 
Calvary Christ was judged for our 
sins. 


This brazen serpent was made 
in the likeness of that which 
brought death. We are told in 
Scripture that “sin entered the 
world, and death by sin,” and then 
again that “he who knew no sin 
was made to be sin for us.” He 
was made to, be ‘that which 
brought death to us. 


The brazen sernent on the pole 
was made in the likeness of the 
poisonous serpent, but there was 
no poison in it. There was no sin 
in Christ. He had flesh, but not 
sinful flesh. He had a human na- 
ture, but not a carnal nature. He 
was tempicd in all points like as 
we are, sin apart. 

The brazen serpent was. lifted 
up on a pote. The efficacy of the 
whole transaction depends upon 
this. The Scn of Man must: ke 
lifted up on the cross. No other 
death. wouid do. The Jewish. law 
provided for death by stoning, but 
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Christ stoned to death could not 
save. He must be hanged on the 
cross. Why? Because of two curs- 
es in the Old Testament. One de- 
clares, ‘Cursed is every one that 
continueth not in all things writ- 
ten in the book of the law to do 
them” (Gal. 3:10). May that 
curse light on Christ? In right- 
eousness—No! In grace—Yes! The 
law could not righteously curse 
the perfectly obedient One. It 
could only bless and reward Him. 


Yet there was one way, in which 
the curse even of the law might — 
fix upon the righteous One. That 
way was under another law which 
pronounced one mode of death 
accursed. “Cursed is every one 


= 


+ that hangeth on a tree” (Deut. 21: 


23). This was God’s plan, whereby 
Christ mignt bear our curse and 
deliver us from under it. The cru- 
cifixion and the curse were not 
the due of Christ, as the right- 
eous One, but He bore them in our 
stead, as our gracious substitute. - 
The law finds in Him all perfec- 
tion, and yet He is the substitute 
of the guifty. He obeyed the com- 
mands of the law perfectly, yet 
He suffered the full penalty and 
curse of that law. Our Lord said, 
“Even so MUST—.” It was abso- 
lutely necessary, for the God of 
law MUST act righteously. The 
Governor cf the universe MUST 
maintain His law. The God of 
Truth MUST keep His word. So 
the gospel. shows us wrath lying 
on the guiltless One, while the 
guilty ones go free. 


The Condition of Salvation 


When Moses formed the ser- 
pent of brass and put it wpon the 
pole, the means of salvation was 
completed. All that was needed 
was to accept it. God’s word of 
promise was that the bitten one 
who looked would be healed. Je- 
sus Christ upon the cross did a 
finished work. A look of faith to 
Him suffices to deliver. But let 
us make no mistake here—it must 
be a look of faith. Thousands 
looked upon Jesus dying upon the 
cross, and only jested and mocked. 
They perished. The thief on the 
cross looked upon Him with the 
eye of faith. He was saved. The 
look at Him is the all-necessary 
thing. 

They were not told to look at 
their wounds. They were conscious 
of their wounds, just as you are 
conscious of your sins. Yet look- 
ing at your sins will never save 
you. You must look to Him. 


They were not told to look at 
Moses. They had been looking to 
him, and crying to him, but still 
they. died. ou must look to 
Christ to be saved. Moses was 
the law-giver. He stands for the 
law, and many are looking to him 
today, but God declared that sal- 
vation is “not by works of law.” 

They were ttot told to shake off 
the serpents that had fastened up- 
on them, any more than you are 
told to shake off your sins to be 
saved. Shaking off of sins is 
reformation, not salvation. “Look 
unto me... and be ye saved.” 

They were not told to go

through some form of Jewish 
ritual to be saved. They were told 
to look. Rituals and sacraments 
of the church will not save. 


Some one suggests that this 
would have been a good time to 
organize a “Society for the Ex- 
termination of Serpents.” Fight- 
ing the serpents never would have 
saved the Israelites. It is not fight, 
but faith that saves. 


Certainly those dying Israelites 
could contribute nothing toward 
the healing power of the serpent 
on the pole. Certainly you can add 
nothing to the finished work of 
Christ upon the cross. All you 
need do is to look. 

The Israelite was not told to 
minister to others in order that 
his own life might be saved. It is 
“not of works.” 

A friend of mine said some time 
ago that he had heard a preacher 
say, “I preach not only that oth- 
ers might be saved, but that I my- 
self might be saved.” And my dear 
friend said that, judging. from 
the sermon, he doubted the man’s 
salvation. No man should preach 
to be saved, but because he is 
saved. The Christian is not one 
who works to be saved, but one 
who works because he is. saved. 
The writer was saved through 
the preaching of a sermon on the 
text, John 3:14, 15, and shall nev- 
er forget the fervor of the evan- 
gelist as he ealled to sinners to 
“look to the cross and be saved.”’ 
Charles Spurgeon was saved in 


_— 


the same way, when a.- primitive 
Methodist preacher called upon 
him to “Look!”

|}came_a_ lost sinner by a look, 
for the first thing recorded of 


Eve in connection with the fall of 
our first parents is that ‘the wom- 
an saw that the tree was good 
for food’”’ (Gen. 3:6). 


In like manner, the lost sinner 
is saved by a look. The Christian 
life begins Ly looking. ‘Look unto 
me, and be ye saved, all the ends 
of the earth: for I am God, and 
there is none else” (Isa. 45:22). 
The Christian life continues by 
looking. “Let us run with patience 
the race which is set before us, 
looking unto Jesus the author and 
finisher of our faith” (Heb. 12:2). 
And at the end of the Christian 
life we are still to be looking for 
Christ. “For our citizenship is in 
heaven; from whence also we look 
for the Saviour, the Lord Jesus 
Christ” (Phil. 3:20). From first to 
last, the one thing required is 
looking at God’s Son, 


“Look away to the cross, it will 
ease thee of care, 
And the shadows will leave thy 
soul; 
Look away to the cross, humbly 
kneeling in prayer, 
Only Christ can make thee 
whole.” 


The Extent of Salvation 

The uplifted serpent was suf- 
ficient to save every serpent-bitten 
Israelite. Tne sacrifice of Calvary 
is sufficient to save every sinner, 
“For God so loved the world, that 
he gave his only begotten Son.” 


It was the misery and certain 
death of the sinner that awoke 
God’s compassion in both cases. 
In each case God’ provided salva- 
tion for the wicked, and the re- 
bellious against Him. The hospital 
is not erected for the healthy, but 
for the sick. Salvation is not pro- 
vided for the righteous, but for 
the sinner. It made no difference 
how many times a man had been 
bitten. The salvation which God 
provided was sufficient to save 
him, and would become effective 
the very moment he believed. It 
makes no difference how many 
sins you have committed. One look 
at Calvary” will save. 


It made no difference how near 
death an Israelite might be. All 
he needed to do was look. It 
makes no difference how deep in 
sin nor how long in sin a man has 
been. One ‘ook will save. Remem- 
ber that you need not understand 
the philosophy of the transaction. 
All you need do is believe. The 
remedy was so simple that any 
child could understand, and yet 
so profound that the wisest can- 
not comprehend. We are not saved 
because we understand. We are 
saved because we believe. If some 
person in the camp jn Israel 
should have said, “It is foolish to 
think a person can be saved that 
way and i'll not look,” the in- 
evitable result would have been 
death. We know that there are 
some who say that “the preaching 
of the cross is foolishness,” but to 
us who are saved, it is “the power 
of God.” 


The Effects of Salvation 


This was instantaneous. The bit- 


ten Israelite did not gradually 


‘mend, but he was saved instantly. 


The very moment a sinner looks 
to the cross with the look of 
faith, that sinner is saved. Salva- 
tion is not a gradual betterment, 
but the reception of a new life. 
This was true in both cases. When 
the Israelite looked to the brazen 
serpent, the result of that look 
was a new life. We have noticed 
that the plan of the people was 
to take away the serpent, but 
God gave new life while the ser- 
pents still remained, and it was 
a life that could not be harmed 
or taken away by the biting of 
the serpents. The life that came 
through a Jook was different from 
the life that a man had before he 
looked. 


I am trying to tell you that 
when you iook to Calvary’s cross 
you receive a life that is different 
from the one that came by natural 
generation. When a sinner looks 
to Calvary’s cross, sin and Satan 
are not taken away from the 
world, but the one who looks is 
born from above and becomes a 
partaker of new life. 


‘Remember that neither friends, 
nor education, nor cult, nor sci- 
ence can save you. God’s Word 
alone sets forth the way of sal- 
vation. It was the Word of God 
that told of the serpents. It is the 
Word of God that tells of the 
Saviour, and whether you like it 
or not, and whether you believe it 
or not, it still remains true that 
among the vast horde of sinners 
of this world, the cross of Cal- 
vary is the only way of salvation, 
for “even so MUST the Son of 
man be lifted up.”

But Sisera 
had already been killed by the 
woman. The nail was still in his 
temple to show how he had died! 


“In that day God freed His peo- 
ple Israel from _ the oppression 
and slavery of Jabin, king of the 
Canaanites, and for forty years 
they lived in peace, longer than 
our own country was at peace

Does that remind 
you of the story in the Gospels 
where the disciples were praising 
God in a loud voice and some of the 
Pharisees. asked Jesus to rebuke 
them and make them be quiet? 
Jesus told them in Luke 19:40, 
“T tell you that, if these should 
hold their peace, the stones would 
immediately cry out.” -So we are 
told that even the stones and the 
stars do the bidding of God and 
praise Him! The God who made 
all the earth can use any part 
of it for His glory. 

And the lovely song of Deborah 
and Barak ends, “So let all thine 
enemies perish, O Lord; but let 
them that love him be as the 
sun when he goeth forth in his 
might!” 

Barak and Deborah went back 
to their homes to live in peace 
since they had done God’s com- 
mandments.
